WASHINGTON, ilarch 4.—It haa been a 


day of acclaim—a non-partisan demon- 
stration of vaat proportions, by which 
tho American people, without regard to 
section or political alliance, have hailed 
a new President an&watcbed tbe launch- 
ing of his administration upon unknown 
Beas. It 13 the only day in any Presi- 
dent's career, when from sunshine to the 
putting out of lights ia the inaugural 
ball room, there was unbroken and en- 
thusiastic celebration by citizens of 
every section and every shade of po- 
litical belief.

lina of the opposition will bo forming iu

• tho now administration, but for the one 


day tbe people of all ranks and classes 
and politics, as if uttering a nation's 
thundering voice, have welcomed and 
Aided to install their President, not as 
the executive of any party, but as the 
head of the national government. It 
has been a great atate affair, not, in ita 
broadest sense, a tribute to the man, 
but a national demonstration of respect 
for the high office.

President McKinley Assumes the 


Duties of Office. 


Fellow Citizens: In obedience to the 


will of the people, and in their presence, 
by the authority vested in me hy this 


eurplue of revenue may invite waste and 
extravagance, inadequate revenue cre- 
ates distrust and undermines public and 
private credit. Neither should be en- 
couraged. 
Between more loans and 


more revenue there ought to be bat one 
opinion. We should have more rev- 
enue, aud that without delay, hinder- 
ance or preparement. A surplus ia the 
treasury created by loans ie not a per- 
manent or safe reliance. It will suffice 
while it lasts, but it cannot lait long 
while the outlays of tbe government are 
greater that its receipts, as has been tho 
case during the ptat two years. Nor 
must it be forgotton that however much 
such lotos may temporarily relieve the 


cannot promptly attain it, we can reso- 
lutely turn odr faces in that direction 
and aid its return bv friendly legisla 
tion. However troublesome the sitna 
tion may appear congress will not, f am 
sure, be found lacking iu disposition o 
ability to relieve, as far as legislation 
can do BO. The. restoration of o.onfi 
iJence and tbe revival of business 
which men of all parties ao much de 
sire, depends more largely upon the 
prompt, energetic and intelligent action 
of congress than upon any other single 
agency that affects the situation.

OUR FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 
, 


Our financial system needa Borne re- 


vision; our money is all good now, but 
Us value muat notfurther he threatened. , 
It should all bo put upon an enduring 
basis, nob subject to easy attack ; nor its 
stability to doubt or dispute. Our cur- 
rency should continue under the super- 
vision of the government. The several 
forms of onr paper money offer, iu my 
judgment, a constant embarrassment to 
the government aud a safe balance in 
the treasury. Therefore 1 believe it 
necessary to devise a system, without 
diminishing the circulating medium or 
offering a premium for ita contraction,* 
which will present a remedy for those 
arrangements 
which, temporary 
in 


their,nature, might well in times of oar 
prosperity have been displaced by wiser 


WE MUST PAY iti WE GO. 


The best way for the government to 


maintain its credit is to pay as it goes — 
not by resorting to loans, but by keep- 
ing out of debt — through an adequate 
income secured by a system ol taxation, 
external or internal, or both. It is the 
settled policy of the government, pur- 
sued from the beginning, and practiced 
by all parties and administrations, to 
raise the bulk of revenue from taxoa 
upon foreign 
products entering the 


United States for sale and consumption, 
and avoiding for the moat part every 
form of direct taxation, except in time 
of war. The country is clearly opposed 
to any needless additions to the sub- 
jects of internal taxation, and 
is 


committed by its latest popular utter- j 
ance to the Byatom of tariff taxation. I 
There can be no misunderstanding, 
either, about tbe principle upou which 
this UrifT Uxntion shall be levied. The 
people hive declared that such legis- 
lation should be had aa will give ample 
protection and energy to the industries 
and the development of onr country. It 
ie, therefore, earnestly hoped and er- 
pe'cted that congress will, at the earliest 
practical moment, enact revenue legis- 
lation that ahull be fair, reasonable, 
conservative and juat, and which, while 
Bupplying sufficient revenue for public 
purposes, will still be signally heneGcial

A.N KXPEEIMEST WORTH A TRIAL. 


If such power ia vested in the Preai- 


tiept it is my purpose to appoint a com- 
mission of prominent, well informed 
citizens of different parties, who will 
command public confidence both on ac- 
:ount of their ability and special fitness 
or the work. Business experience anfl 
mblic training may thua be combined 
md the patriotic zeal of the friends of 
the country be BO directed that each a 
report will be made aa to receive tbe 
inpport of all parties aud our finances 
cease to be the subject of mere partisan 
contention. The experiment is, at all 
ivents, worth a trial, and in my opin- 
on, it can prove beneficial to the entire 
country. 


The uuention of international bimetal- 


ism will have early and earnest atteu- 
ion. It will be my constant endeavor 
to secure it by co-operation with tho 
other great commercial powers of the 
world. Until that condition is realized 
when the parity between our gold and 


enterprise of the people. To thia policy 
we are ail, of whatever party, firmly 
bound by the voico of the people—a peo- 
ple vastly more-political than tbe ex- 
jreiiion of any political platform. The 
Daramount duty of congress ia to stop 
deficiencies by the restoration of tbat

Tli 
iQDBtitntod authorities must be cheer 
fully and vigorously upheld. Lynching 
must not be tolerated and in a great an 
civilized country like the United State 
courts must execute the penalties of th 
laws.

OPPOSED TO 'COMBINES AXD TRUSTS. 


.One of the lessons taught by tbe else 


tion, which all rejoice in, is that tbe 
citizens of the United State? are both 
law-reapectinE and lavr-abiding people 
not easily swerved from the path of pa 
triotiam and honor. Thia is entirely in 
accord wich the genius of onr iristitu 
tiona, and but emphasizes the advan 
lagea of inculcating ever a great love fo 
law and order in tho futnre. Immunity 
ihould bo granted to none who violat 
;he laws, whether individuals, corpora 
ions or communities, and as the const! 
tution imposes upon the President the 
duty of both its own execution and tha 
of the Rtatutes enacted iu pursuance o 
its proviaiona I ahall endeavor carefullj 
:o carry them into effect. The declara 
tion of tbe party how restored to power 


each senator, two for a representative, 
twenty as the sole provision for the lead- 
ing employes and :>UO for the preaa of 
the entire country, represented the un- 
official attendance.

ECONOMY MDST RE OBSERVED. 


Economy is demanded in every branch 


of the government at all timea, but es- 
pecially in periods like tbe present de- 
pression of buaineas and distress among 
the people. 
The severest economy must 


be observed in all public expenditures 
and extravagance stopped wherever it is 
Found, and prevented wherever in the 
future it may be developed. If the rev- 
ennes ate to remain as now, the only 
relief that can come must be from de- 
creased expenditures. But the present 
must not become the permanent condi- 
tion of the government. It has been 
our uniform practice to retire, not in- 
irease^o-ir outstanding obligations, and 
Ibis poiicy mnst be again resumed, and 
vigorously 
enforced. 
Our 
revenues 


should always be large enough to meet 
with ease aud promotneaa not only our 
current needs and the principal and in- 
terest of the public debt, hut to make 
proper and liberal proviaiona for that 
moat deserving body of public creditors, 
the Boldiera and sailors aud the widows 
and orphans who are the pensioners of 
the United Statea. 


MORE RKVESfK NEEDED. 


The government should not be per- 


mitted to ran behind or increase its 
debta in timea like the presemt. Suita- 
bly to provide is the mandate of duty, 
a certain and eaay remedy for tho most 
of our financial difficultioe. A deflciency 
ia inevitable GO long na the expenditures 
of the government exceed its receipts. 
It can only he met by loans or an in- 
creased revenue. While a large annual

SEW MARKETS FOR OCR PRODUCTS. 


In the revision of tbe tariff especial 


attention should he given to the re-en- 
actment and extension of the reciprocity 
principle of tbe law of 1890, under which 
great stimulus waa given to our foreign 
trade in new nnd advantageous markets 
for our surplus agricultural and manu- 
factured products. The brief trial given 
this legislation simply justifies a further 
experiment and additional discretionary 
power in the making of commercial 
treaties, the end in view always to be 
the opening np of new markets for the 
products of the country, by planting 
concessions to the products of other 
lands tbat we need and cannot produce 
ouraelvea, and which do not invo'lve any 
loas of labor to our own people, but in 
tbe end to increase their employment. 
The depression of, the past four years 
haa fallen with especial severity upon 
tbe great body of tbe country, and upoi 
none more than the 
farms.

Agriculture haa languished and labor 


suffered. Tbe revival of unmufActnriug 
will be a relief to both. No portion of 
our people ia more devoted to tho insti- 
tutions of free government, nor more 
loyal in their support, while none bears 
more cheerfully or fully ita share in the 
maintenance of the government or 13 
better entitled to its wise and liberal 
care and protection. Legislation help- 
ful to producers is beneficial to all. The 
depressed condition of industry on the 
farms and in the manufactory has less- 
ened the ability of the people to meet 
the demands upon thfira, and they right- 
fully expect that not only a system of 
revenue shall bo established that will 
secure the largest income with tbe light- 
est burden, but that every means wiU 
be taken to decrease rather than in- 
crease our public erpenditurea.

or otherwise to control arbitrarily the 
condition of trade among our citizens, 
RB well as to prevent the execution o£ all 
schemes to oppress the people by undue 
charges on their-supplies or by unjust 
rates for the transportation of tbeir 
products to market. This purpose will 
be ateadily pursued both by the enforce- 
ment of the Inw now in existence and 
the recommendation and 
support of 


such new statutes as may be necessary 
to carry it into effect. 


KE3TBICT IMM (ORATION. 


Our naturalization and immigration 


laws ahonld be further improved to the 
constant promotion of a safer, a better 
and higher citizenship. A urave peril 
to the republic would he a citizenship 
too ignorant to understand or too vic- 
ious to apprehend the great value and 
benefit of onr conatitutiou and l&w, and 
against all who come here to make war 
upon them, our gatea must be promptly 
and tightly closed. Nor muat we be un- 
mindful 
of the 
need of 
improve- 


ment among our own cititeus, but with 
the zeal of our forefathers encourage 
the spread of knowledge and free edu- 
cation. 
Illiteracy must be banished 


from the land if we ehall attain tbat 
tii^b destiny as the foremost of the en- 
lightened nations of the world, whirh 
under Providence we ought to achieve. 


REFORMS IS TIIE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Reforms in the civil service must 20 


on, but tne change should be real and 
genuine, not perfunctory, or prompted 
by a zeal in behalf of any party, simply 
becauee it happened to he in power. As 
a member of congress 1 voted and apoke 
in favor of the present law, and I shall 
attempt ita enforcement in the spirit in 
which it waa enacted. The pnrpoae in 
view was to secure the most efficient 
service of the best men who would ac- 
cept appointment under the govern- 
ment, retaining faithful and devoted 
peraonfi :n office, but shielding none un- 
der the authority of any rule or custom 
who are inefficient, incompetent or nn- 
worthy. The heat interests of the coun- 
try demand this, and tbe people heartily 
approve the law wherever and whenever 
it has been thua administered. 


OtJft MBBCItANT MARINE. 


OongrflBE should give prompt atten- 


tion to the restoration of our American 
merchant marine, once the pride of the 
seaa in all the great ocean highways of 
commerce. To my mind few more im- 
portant subjects BO imperativelydemand 
ita 
intelligent 
consideration. 
The 


United Statea has progressed with mar- 
velous rapidity in 6verj field ol enter- 
prise and endeavor, until wo have bo- 
cpmn forumoai in nearly all the great 
linen of trade, commerce and industry. 
Yet, while thw is truo, onr American 
merchant marine haa been steadily de- 
dining until it is now lower both in the 
percentage and tonnage and ttfe number 
of vessels employed than it waa prior to 


tbe civil war. Commendable progrea 
has been made of late years in the up 
building of the American navy but w 
must supplement these efforts hy pro 
vidinfi, ae a proper consort for It,"a raor 
chant marine amply sufficient for ou 
tarrying trade to foreign -jouutries. Th 
question ia one that appeals both to ou 
business necessities'and the patriotic ai 
pirations of a great people. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


It has been the policy of the United 


States since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment to cultivate relations of ponce 
and amity with all the nations of tbe 
world, and thia accords with my concep- 
:ion of our duty now. Wo have cher- 
ahod the 
policy of non-iutorfereuce 


with the affairs of foruign governments, 


'iaely inaugurated 
hy 
Washington, 


:eepinR ourselves from entanglement 
either »3 allies or foea, content to leave 
undisturbed with them the settlement 
if their own domestic concerns. It will 
)e our aim to pursue a firm and dipni- 
led foreign policy, which shall be just, 
mpartial, ever watchful of our national 
lonor und always insisting upon tho en- 
orceiuent of thu lawful rights of Amor- 
can citizens everywhere. Our diplo- 
:acy should seek nothing more, and ac- 
'])t nothing leas thau ia dua ua. 
\Ve 


act no wars of conquest; wo must 
void the temptation of territorial ag- 
rusaion. War tthonlri never he entered 
pon until every agency of peace has 
ailed; peace ia preferable to war in 
ioat every contingency. 


AUDIT RATION. 


Arbitration is tho true method of 
ettlement of international an well aa 


.1 or individual differoncpa. It waa 


recognized as the bast means of adjust- 
ment of differences between employers 
and employes by the Forty-ninth con- 
gress in 18S6, and its application was 
extended to our diplomatic relations by 
the unanimous concurrence of the sen- 
ate and house of the FKty-firat congress 
in 1890. The latter resolution was ac- 
cepted as tbe basia of negotiations with 
us by the British house of commons iu 
] 893, and upon our invitation a treaty of 
arbitration between the United States 
and Great Britain was signed at Wash- 
ington and transmitted to the senate for 
its ratification in January last. Since 
this treaty is clearly the result of our 
own initiative; since it baa been recog- 
nized as the lending feature of our 
foreign policy throughout our entire 
national history — the* adjustment of 
difficulties by judicial methods rather 
than hy force of arms—and since it pre- 
sents to the world the glorious example 
of reason and peace, not passion and 
war, controlling the relations between 
two of the greatest nations of the world, 
an example certain to be followed hy 
others, I respectfully urge the early 
action of the senate tnereon, not raerely 
ia a matter of policy, but KB a duty to 
nankiud. The importance and moral 
influence of the ratification of Each a 
treaty can hardly bo overestimated in 
the cause of advancing civilization. 


It. may well engage the best thought 


of the statesmen and people of every 
country, and I cannot but consider it 
fortunate that it was reserved for the 
United States to have the. leadership iu 
so grand a work. 


KX.TKA t>£BK10N OF CONGBESS, 


It haa been the-'uniform practice of 


each President to avoid, as far BB possi- 
ble, the convening of congress In extra 
session. It is an example which under 
ordinary circumstances, and in the ab- 
sence of a public neceaaity, is not to be 
commanded, but a failure to convene 
;be representatives of tho people in ex- 
tra innairm when it involves neglect of 
a public duty, places the responsibility 
of Buch neglect upon the executive him- 
self.

Its members are the agents of the peo- 
ple, and their presence at tho seat of 
;overnment in the execution of sov- 
ireign will should not operate as an iu- 
ary, but a benefit. There could be no 
letter time to put tbe government on a 
ound financial »nd economic basis than 
now. Tbe people have only recently 
voted that, this ahonld be done, and 
nothing is more binding upon tho agents 
Df tbeir will than the obligation of im- 
mediate action. It has always seemed 
o me tbat the postponement of tho 
meeting of congress until more than a 


ear after it has beeu chosen denies 
ongreaa too often of the inspiration of 
he popular will and tho country of tho 
orresponding benefits. It is evident, 
therefore, that to postpone action in the 
resonce of BO great a necessity would be 
nwise of the present executive, be- 
ause unjust to the interest* of the peo 
le. Our action now will be freer from 
tore partisan consideration than if the 
neetion of tariff revision was proposed 
n the leguiar session of congress. 


We are nearly two years from a con- 
reaslonal election and politica cannot

It will be my constant aim to do noth- 


ng and permit nothing to be done that 
vill arreat or disturb thia growing senti- 
ment of unity and co-operation, thia re- 
vival of esteem and aflil.ation which now 
animates so many thousands in both the 
old aud autaconietic flections, but I shall 
heerfullv do everything possible to pr^- 
mote aud increase it.

Moving promptly in from ell streets 


and avenues centering on the park east 
of the ckpltol, the column of tbe parade 
was quickly formed along the spacious 
plaza extending from the front of the 
house and senate wing and the central 
buildings. The new President entered 
hia carriage and the column, circling 
the great white temple of tho nation, in 
and about which tbe tribes had gathered 
with patriotic purpose, passed down 
through its 
beautiful 
grounds 
aud 


wboel«d into Pennsylvania avenue at 
the Peace monument, where its real 
march began. From this point to tbe 
Washington circle, two miles aud'a half 
distant, this noted avenue had been | 
made a triumphal way. 


Thia ereat avenue, with a width of 


160 feet and a perfect concrete pave- 
ment, doubly swept for the occasion, af- 
forded auch a field for decoration and 
ORBO of movement of columns aa cannot 
elsewhere be found in the laud. Look- 
ing from the bead of the line at tho 
Peace monument toward the treasury 
and the White House, a mile and a half 
away, waa like gazing into a. broad 
canyon, whose high walla were a mass 
of men, women and flags. Tbe bnild- 
Inga, low and high, plain and itntely, 
were almost concealed from view by the 
spectators, and these in turn, Were 68 
thickly covered with streamers, banner* 
*nd banting, waving in tbe light breeze, 
or woven into countless forma of beauty, 
as are autumnal woods with the gloriuti 
of autumn. And everywhere, KB in lliOno 
woodB, waa the coloring of cold en- 
twined witb the binnera to BUggeat tbe 
central plank of victory. 


As a basis for decoration the inaug- 


ural committee distributed 30,000 na- 
tional flaga ta all on the line of march 
who would uae them ia their windows. 
So great waa the demand that there 
would have been 100,000 naed if thay 
bad been provided. Upon auch a back- 
ground each individual owner build eel 
and wrought out such forma of beauty 
aa his enthusiasm and his patriotism 
Btiggeated. 


The great stands which lined all the 


parks and reservations were for tho first 
time in the history of inaugurations 
both attractive in plan and beautiful in 
decoration. 


Over such triumphal.way, and thus 


honored by magnificent preparations, 
and the pretence and thunder applause 
of crowds, President McKinley waa 
escorted to the White House, and when 
he proceeded to stand in front of it to 
review the imposing columns of the 
marching thousands, which followed 
him from the capitol, ho received at 
every hand undouuded admiration and 
acclaim, which at intervals drowned the 
mueic of tbe bands. 


The President^ reviewing stand occu- 


pied two-thirds of the front of the \tfhite 
Uonae ground. 


Opposite the President's stand, and 


much over-lapping it, waa a eland which 
extended tlong the entire front of La- 
fayette square, a distance of twu blocks. 
In the center of this, directly opposite 
the President, it had been announced 
that Mr. Hanna had purchased 250 seats 
for himself and friends and the national 
committeu. 


The parade waa a famous column 


notably commandad. 
General Horace 


Porter, grand marshal at its head, re- 
called to all veterans the campaigns of 
Grant, bis chief. Following his numer- 
ous and brilliant staff npon which the 
sons of Presidents Grant, Hayes, Gar- 
field, Arthur and Harrison were pres- 
ent. Then cnme General Granville M. 
Dodge, commanding the first grand di- 
viaion, which embraced all the military 
organizations of the parade. His pres- 
ence and that of hia staff bronsrht vividly 
to mind the old army of Grant aud 
Sherman—the ariny of the Tenneieee. 


After the soldiers came tbe civic or- 


ganisation a, numerous, in gallant trim, 
and well commanded by the cbiuf mar- 
shal, B, H. Warner of Washington. 
From tront to lear it was the best-or- 
ganization, both in its military and 
civic sectiou, tbat 1ms 
marched in 


Washington since the veterans of the 
war passed through it from fielriB of re- 
nown to their homes. It waa fitting 
tbat the war and navy building had 
been elaborately decorated to greet a 
column in which the regular troops, or- 
dered here by* Secretary Lainont, and 
the numerous and interesting body of 
seamen, present by order o! Secretary 
Herbert, found so large an element of 
the military display. 


As the ranks passed by tho Presi- 


dent's stand and came in Right of the 
war department, they saw the most 
complete and worthy decoration of any 
of the great buildings of the city. Thu 
many glories of the day were eclipse.! 
by the brilliancy of the various dis- 
play e. 


The decorations of the ballroom havo 


not been equalled before. It ia certain 
tbat they have not been approached in 
this country. Those who have attended 
noted fetes Abroad, insist that they hav,i 
not been anywhere excelled.

LOXDOX, February 27.-The next move 


in the Cretan game is aniionsly awaited. 
According to the news from the con- 
tinent the MarqniB ol Salisbury's pro- 
posal for the settlement of the diffi- 
culties is not yet formally indorsed by 
the powers, but it is believed it will bo 
approved.or the premier would not have- 
madi the public announcement on the 
(subject wbich he did in the bouse of 
lords on Thursday last. 


Active means are still proceeding be- 


tween tbe different European cabinets. 
The Marquis of Salisbury presided to- 
day at a special meeting ol the cabinet 
at the foreign office. Whether the solu- 
tion of the imbroglio is peaceful or not 
depends entirely upon Greece, end the 
dispatches from Athena indicate that 
the feeling in favor of resistance to tbe 
powers is still Btrong among all classes 
throughout Greece, and that a declara- 
tion oi war with Turkey would be re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 
The 


latest Greek proposal is eaid to bo that 
Greece should administer Crete as Aus- 
tria administers Bosnia. Bnt it seems to 
be agreed on all sides that v«ace can 
only be maintained by leaving Crete 
part of the Turkish empire. 


The Marquis ol Salisbury's proposals 


have been received with favor, not only 
by the British but by most of the Conti- 
nental .newspapers. 


However, in the meanwhile, military

The Farmers' Institute of Fresno, 


under the auspices of the State Univer- 
sity extension system, began yesterday 
morning in the old high school building. 
The meeting was called to order by J. S. 
Dore, chairman of the committee on 
arrangements. There was a very fair 
attendance at the opening, which in- 
creased during the eeasiou till the ball 
was filled. 


After a few appropriate remarks by 


tho chairman, Edward F, Adama of 
Santa Clara waa introduced. Hia re- 
marke were devoted to the relation ol 
the university to the farmer. He spoke 
of the erroneous idea many rarmpra have 
that the university waa for the oifapring 
of the rich, and showed that the sona 
and daughters of tbe farmers and the 
poorer classes were getting the advant- 
ages of the university iu full proportion 
to any other class. 


The sons and daughters of farmers, 


continued the sneaker, avoided 
the 


agricultural college and entered the 
other departments of the university in 
order to acquire something that had a 
market value which they could turn to a 
better account in their strangle for life 
and advancement. The farmers them- 
selves preferred to send their children 
to a department more in line with profit- 
able branches of study, so the agricul- 
tural collesre is well nigh foraaken. From 
four to twelve years baa boon the aver- 
age for full counts and they did not 
take them for the purpose of being 
farmers, bat to be expert teachers. As 
the farmers would not eo to the univer- 
sity, like Mohamet and the mountain, 
the university went to the farmers, 
hence these institutes, faruiera' clnba 
and numberless bulletins on agricul- 
tural science. 


The speaker stated thia waa an age of 


competition and the farmer could not 
escape ita results; ho could not move 
further weet, but had to stay and take 
his medicine with tbe rest of them. He 
could no longer espect to succeed iu the 
good old way; ho must of necessity ac- 
cept the teachings and ecience of the 
universities and the inatitutes. Compe- 
tition ia so severe that no superficial 
knpwledgo will insure auccess; he must 
"drink deep or taste not the Perian 
spriou." He maat learn farming and 
horticulture 
scientifically and 
thor- 


oughly. 


Professor E.W. Hilgard folio wed in a 


few remarks along the same line, saying 
that the university did not propose to 
teach the student how to farm iu tho 
common acceptance of the term, but 
the scientific problems connected with 
farming. 


A valuable paper on "Olive Culture 


was read by George Hooding of thia city. 
The papor elicited 
many inquiries, 


which showed that a cenwral interest 
was being taken in olives. The ques- 
tion of adulterated olive oil with cotton 
eeed oil attracted considerable debate. 


Tho answers given by Mr. Koeding to 


the many questions showed he waa 
well versed in the industry, and any one 
deairing information on the subject can 
do no better than to address him and it 
will be fully given.

Furthermore, fin expert 
(rom Southern California told me that 
he believed onr lemons were, owing to 
tbe climate, much better keepers than 
those urowu elsewhere, and cited exam- 
plea to eustaiu hia opinion of lemona 
keeping for montha without any espe- 
cial curing. Practical demonstratioua 
Droves him to be correct, the few wno 
have beariun l«mcm trees experiencing 
no difficulty in coring their lemona 
easilv eo tbat they will beep. 
_ 
Lemon trees, by the hundred tot, can 


be had for 50 cents a piece, or less, and 
of euch erowth and age thai they will 
commence to bear two yeara after plant- 
ing. Every duo knowa enough ot the 
value of lemons, which are a staple 
article of creat use to every household, 
to know that in a very short these 
lemon trees will pay them more than 50 
centH a piece every year. What Bounder 
or more proBtable investment can be 
found? And thia applies more strongly 
to the small grower than to the owner 
of a lame Krove, for a dozen or two 
lemons can alwaya be traded for grocer- 
iea.

ithoat the use ol gravel. In this he 
correct and in line with the etaie- 
,ent of Mr. Irvine, atate road commia- 
oner- made at the Farmers' Institute 
t Malaga. Mr. Irvine eaid that Freano 
ounty could have miles of good road 
ithont the uea of macadam owing to 
ie nature of tbe soil. AU that was 
ecesaary was to make tbe road at tbe 
roper season ot tbe year, grade it to a 
roper curve of one foot elevation iu tbe 
.enter to a width o( forty feet, keep the 
epreasiona filled iu till it packed, and 
would be a good road for all time. 
Thia ia true so far as the proper soil 
xtonds, but not beyond. My observa- 
ons in traveling over our roada at all 
easona of the year verily tbia. We 
ave many changing conditions of sol 
lone onr highways. Some of these 
oils make bard, smooth roadbeds thai 
ever cnt up in the summer nor gel 


y in the winter; alwaya smooth and 


urable, eittier as natural roada or 
raded aa above. Then we get a condi- 
ion ol soil that is lull of chuck holes in 
tie summer and mudholeu in the win- 
ar, and then we pass on to a atrfctch o! 
eavy sand, and BO it goes on alternately 
o the end of the road. No scientific 
hapiag or sprinkling will make a road- 
ed out of unfit soil without covering, 
'he sensible thing to do would be to 
over the muddy and candy portions 
f tbe road with soil taken from thai 
art of the highway which haa proved 
Q be alwaya firm and solid. There is 
lenty of it, easy to handle and abort 


" to the parts of the roadway need- 


ing it. 
. 
For example, there are two piece_3 o 
oad over saiidhilla on the White's 
Jridge road where the soil waa hanlet 
bout half a mile and the aanrl covered 
'here ia nothing the matter with those 
iecea of road summer or winter. The 
oil put there waa really auporior to 
ravel for the purpose. It ifl a perfec 
oad making material taken -from the 
oadside where the road is perfect at al 
eaeone. On such soils, where the watea 
tands at times in tbe winter, the ex 
erience'd teamster knows that the safes 
ray is to keep the middle of the road 
•ater or uo water—which is sometime 
rno in politics. The cement natnre o 
hese coils haa baeu found by many o 


vineyardists in plowing up old 


oad ways acroaa their premises. 
Out south of town, past the Patterson 
aloon, baa been this winter a veritable 
lough of despond from which we emerg 
upon a stretch of road a delight to trave 
ummer or winter. Cover tho slongh 
with the other road soil and a cood roaf 
will be the result. At the Tachydromi 
s a sample piece of road showing th 
proper soil, being perfectly dry, hard 
ind smooth summer and winter, uot- 
ivithstandiair the immense heavy trave 
rom the mountains continually pasains 
over it- We have plenty of soil superio 
o gravel htre and there along our high

Railroads were built, hidden springs 
ere opened and a trip to the desert be- 
tme an easy matter, and now cities 
ith B thousand or more inhabitants 
xiat where within the last thirty yeara 
aen have perished for want of water. I 
ave often listened to the fairy tales 
jout the miners who picked up those 
ch finds on the parched desert and 
jnged to bo one of a party to try my 
nek and risk my life, but I never had 
he pleasure until last week, and now I 
m firmly of the belief that Ctoler and 
andabor£ are the places where the rich 
ock was found. The locality answers 
he geographical description that 1 have 
ad from men who claim they were tbe 
ercous who found the rich specimens.

County Surveyor George L. Doxia 


haa just finished the work of platting Ihe 
new survey ol the Madera-Fresnocounty 
line which was made by him and Sur- 
veyor F. E. Smith of Madera connty 
last November. The work has been 
very carefully done and reflects great 
credit upon Mr. Hoxie. 


Only that part of the northern bound- 


ary was surveyed beginning with the 
ewamp lands about ten miles west of 
Herndon and ending at the Merced 
county line, bat the work waa most dif- 
ficult on account of the character of the 
territory traversed. 


The surveyor started on the north line 


of section 17, township 13 south, rnnpe 
17 east, and followed the general course 
of the river to the Merced county line, 
finishing in section 22, township 10 
south, range 13 east. The distance tra- 
veled was about fifty miles. 


There had never been a survey of the 


channel of the San Joaquin where it 
flows through the swamp lands, the gov- 
ernment surveyors having contented 
themselves with running meander tinea 
on the outaide boundaries of the swamp 
lands and guessing at the channel. The 
hanks on both Bides of the river are 
lined 
with an almost impenetrable 


thickel and the government surveyors 
evidently did not relish tackling the 
difficulties that confronted them, so 
they gave the river as wide a berth as 
possible, and pretty wide it was in 
some places. 


Surveyor Hoxie and his corps of as- 


sistants made a thorough Burvey of the 
channel, using boats, and had fre- 
quently to resort to trianuulations. The 
work on the river line occupied twenty- 
two days. Altogether the party was iu 
tue field about one month. The result 
ol the survey is that 1000 acres of rich 
land are added to this couuty. Fresno 
made the greatest gain in section 25, 
township 13 south, range 15 east, the 
corrected survey giving this connty HI 
acres that wsre formerly supposed to be 
in Madera counly. According to the old 
survey tha river describes quite a curve 
southward in thia section, while tho 
corrected survey shows that the curve ia 
northward. Mr. Hoxie received effective 
assistance from his deputy, S. McKay, 
in making the survey.

Crichton read the following report of 
tlm tfouiuiiiw* on oi<le>r of bueineefi:

E. F. Bernhard moved to amend the 


report by reducing tha assessment ol 
candidates from J5 to $3. It was urged 
by Mr. Bernhard that the times were 
hard and the nominees would have to 
spend ae much as an oliice was worth to 
he elected. The amendment was defeat- 
ed, however. 


THE ssLATE WOn.l) SOT HIIEAK. 


Then it waa that a bombshell was 


thrown into the camp of the "slate" ag- 
gregation. It waa hurled by A. C. Wit 
Uame, who, in a quiet way eaid that hp 
had not heard in the reading of the re- 
port of the committee any mention ol 
the nomination of a candidate for city 
clerk. The delegate wanted to know il 
the cterbphip had been left out in the 
report. Chairman Crichton of the com- 
mittee replied forcibly that there was no 
provision for that office. ^Yilliama then 
moved to amend the committee's report 
to include the clerkship.

Judge Crichton them arose, and with 


the thundering voice of a Spartaoue, 
warned the convention not to adopt the 
motion of Mr. Williams. "The commit- 
tee decided to eliminate these two of- 
fices,'1 he said, "after due deliberation 
and after carefully surveying the ground. 
I tell you that unless you adopt the re- 
port of the committee we shall meetwith 
defeat. It is imperative here and now 
to accept that report. We have studied 
thia matter for a mouth. I warn this 
convention that defeat will he thfi result 
if the report of the committee is not sus- 
tained." 


Mr. Mattingly was quickly on his feet. 


"My idea," he said, "is to nominate a 
straight out-and-out Democratic ticket.

The 
law requires that a party must have 
polled 3 per cent of the votes in order 
to have its nominees, selected in a con- 
vention, printed on the election ballots.

A MEETING TO BE HELD TODAY 


Purpose to Send a'Delegation to 


Wasaiugiou—Plan for Unit- 


ing Growers. 


From Thursday's Ddily. 


Tim report of tbe waya and means 


committee recommending to congress 
that the classification of Zante curranta 
be changed and that the import duty on 
them be fixed at 1 cent a pound haa 
aroused the bueineaa men and raisin 
growers of Fresno. The passage of the 
new tariff bill accordiog to tbe reconv 
memlfttion of the committee would re- 
sult very injuriously to California'sgreat 
industry, and prompt and decisive ac 
tiou has been decided npon to avert, if 
possible, such action. 


This afternoon at 3 o'clock the leading 


growers and business men will hold a 
meeting at the Hughes hotel, the pur- 
pose of which will be to take steps to 
make a light against the unfair recom- 
mendation regarding the Grecian cur- 
rants. The plan is to send u delegation 
to Washington to work among tne con- 
gressmen and convince them of the er- 
ror of the committee. For thia it will be 
necessary to raise $5000 or $GOOO to 
defray the 
expenses of thu delega- 


tion. This will be thechlel subject to 
be conaiderid at today's meeting. The 
local Im&iueea meu aud growers will be 
appealed to for assistance, aa wull as the 
San Francisco people who havo inter- 
eats here. Thatthe necessity for action 
ia urgent will not be the subject of any 
debate at the meeting, as everyone real- 
izes what will result if the proposed re- 
duction ia made in the tariff on the for- 
eigu product. 


It is alao important that action he 


taken immediately, within a fow daya 
at the most. 
If anything is to be ilonu 


to induce congress to reject the recom- 
mendation of the ways and means com- 
mittee, it must be before tho latter pari 
of this month, when the new bill will 
come rip for paastige. It is thought that 
if a delegation could he eeut immed- 
iately to the national capital 
there 


would be good gnoond for the hope that 
the congressmen could be made to see 
the fairness of thu claims of rafain 
growers—that tbe Zante currant ebould 
either be scheduled aa ft dried grape 
product or that the duty be increased 
from 1 cent to 2}*? cents, which figure 
the committee has recommended for the 
tariff on raiains and dried grapes. The 
arguments in favor of the increase, aud 
the important place the Grecian product 
holds ia competition with our raisins 
and dried grapea are too well known to 
the readers of the REPUBLICAN to need 
any explanation. 
The meeting this 


afternoon will be one of vital import- 
ance to the raiain growers of Fresno, 
and it is to be hoped that ite promoters 
will meet with every encouragement in 
their purposes. 


The outlook for raiaina and dried frnits 


during the ensuing beason .appears 
to bo very bright. By the time of the 
new cropa the eaatern markets will have 
practically been cleared of laat year's 
goods. Every one connected with the 
business in a commercial way expresses 
confidence in good prices. It was dem- 
onstrated to the growers last year what 
they can do by a determination to hold 
for cash and resultant competition 
among the dealers, and it ie believed 
that they have been encouraged to an 
extent that will .make them stand as 
h'rm, it not firmer, daring tho coming 
season. 


Those who are intimately connected 


with the business are convinced that if 
the growers will only bo united in hold- 
ing out for cash good prices are assured. 
But as uaual early contracts, advances 
on crops, etc., will be eagerly offered 
by commission dealers^ aud this will tend 
to weaken the market. In order to pre- 
vent this a movement has been agitated 
during the past few daya, which appears 
to present the only practicable nlan ever 
offered tc secure the absolute unity of 
the growers in holding out for reasona- 
ble prices. 


T. C. White, one of the pioneers rai- 


sin growers ol the couuty, and who now 
haa large buaineee interests depending 
upon the industry, last evening out- 
lined thia new plan to a REPUBLICAN rep- 
resentative. Said he: "The idea that 
hae been advanced is to create a guaran- 
tee fund with which to back a etauding 
offer of a certain price, say 3 cents a 
pound, for all merchantable raiains in 
order to encourage gro #era to stand by 
their demands for fair cash pricea. I 
think that auch a fund, in the amount 
of $100,000 say, could he established 
without much difficuty. I think that 
local capitalists, whose interests depend 
on the raisin busiueaa, aa doea the city 
of Fresno principally, will aubacribe 
guarantees for thia amonnt. They will 
do so for their own interests, aa well as 
for those of the growers. 


• "The proposition'is to advertise that 
all merchantable raisins will be bought 
at the atanding offer. What wonld be 
the result? No grower would he in- 
duced to make any cheap early con- 
tracts. He wonld know that he could 
get 3 centa anyway. Then the grower 
would 
wait. With the 3 cents to 


fall 
back 
on, 
he 
would 
eee 


if he conld not get more. He would 
hold for better pricea, and cash at that. 
In order to overcome thia the dealers 
would have to offer more, and competi- 
tion 'would result among them on a 
plane above 3 cents. I have talked with a 
number of business mon about this 
proposition and they have all concurred 
with me iu that it waa a very jiood oue. 
Considering the prospects for tho mar- 
ket, there wonM bn little ri?k in taking 
raiains at 3 cents, especially when none 
were bought for lees than thia. In fact 
I don't think the subscribers to the 
guarantee fund would need to buy a aiu- 
zie raisin. I am confident that,the 
dealera would give better figures than 
tho standing offer of the capitalists. 
Thia being done the enhacnbera would 
have accomplished their purpose, and 
tho benefits to the growers would be 
theirs also. 


Aa I said before, I believe that there 


are a sufficient number of local men 
with money who have the fullest con- 
fidence in tho outlook for raieina during 
the coming eeasou to establish auch a 
fund. It is a practical way of uniting 
the growers, and this done the dealers 
will do the rest themselves, not of their 
own accord, ol course. 


"If the plan ia to be carried out it 


should ba iu the near future. The 
Btandicc offer ahonld he advertiaed so 
aa to check tho schemes of dealera to 
lain control of crops by early contracts 
and advances." 


The County Orphanage. 


The supervisors yesterday spent moat 


of the day passing on claims. Me* 
t)ou?a!l Brothers, the Bakersfield archi- 
.ecte, whose plans and specifications for 
tbe proposed county orphanage were re- 
cently accepted by the board, wore al- 
owed $378 85 for the samp, the amonnt 
^eingdper cent of tho lowest bid re- 
ceived for the construction of the build- 
ng. It will be remembered that all the 
lida were rejected at the February 
nocting of tbe board, the majority hav- 
ng decided to buy Judge Nourse'a reai- 
lence for ue« as an orphanage 
It was 


deemed unadvisable to apend $12,000 or 
more to house twenty-eight orphans. 
The Nourae residence has been offered 
or J7000 and is said to be large enough 
to accommodate more inmates than tbe 
orphanage ie likely to 'have for some 
ime.
